WARMTH AND LIGHT -; EARLY WINTER 
WEAR .. MODERNISING OLD-FASHIONED 
WARDROBES. 


EAR AILEEN,--Since my last letter to 
you the weather has turned so chilly- 
that | have had cause to be grateful 

for your advice about the renovation of 
woollen jumper suits, ete. 

Actually the wooilen suits of last winter 
will be quite good again for early winter 
wear, especialiy if, like me, you smarten up 
beth your comfort and appearance by the 
addition of a little sleeveless leather ‘oi: wool 
velour coat, close fitting to four in hes below 
tho waist line and fastened with a zip 
fastener. 

This little garment may he quite success- 
fully home-made, and wil! be again useful 
later on for wear under a heavy coat. The 
‘making’? can be accomplished with three- 
quarters of a vard of 54-inch wide material. 
and any left over strips can be converted into 
belts. purses, or pockeites, 

These '“coatettes,” of course, should be 
used only over tuck-in blouses or jumpers ; 
otherwise they would require to be cut much 
longer, and, I fear, would lose much of their 


chic. 


Usually during a wardrobe hunt or tidy-out 
much irritation is caused by frocks which 
insist on falling off their hangers and I!ving 
in crushed heaps on the floor of the wardrobe. 
The same thing is apt to happen if one cer- 
tain frock is required in a hurrv. 

This annoyance is easily overcome, and. 
incidentally, a dual purnose served, by stitch- 
ing little bands under each shoulder seam- - 
first to keep all shoulder straps tidily in posi- 
tion (the inner edge of band containing 
straps being attached to dress by press 
fastener), and, secondly, so that when the 
frock is placed on the hanger the little loose 
bands can be clipped one to the other. The 
crook of the hanger thus catches the frock 
in position, so it cannot possibly slip away 

Should you hannen, like me, to possess an 
old-fashioned wardrobe, it will not be so easv 
0 keep tidy as a modern one. A good 
method of modernising the wardrobe is to 
have an additional shelf fitted between the 
existing widely-placed shelves. thus doubling 
the accommodation, ard at the same time 
making “ order “” more possible. 

A yard and a half of linen or chintz. fitted 
with patch pockets. secured to the inner side 
of the wardrobe door. makes an exeellent 
shoe-ho'der. and, provided the “ nockets 
are correctly placed, not in anv wav 
interfere with the shutting of the door.

At the lower end of the chintz I have 
looped black tepe, which I use as a tie-holder. 
Chis is particularly useful if, like me, you 
nave the time. tying litt'e habit of keeping 
your ties “ on the leash,’’ so to speak.

In my room, as in most bedrooms, the lighting 
system 1s fitted with the object of bringing 
all possible light to bear on the dressing- 
table and bedside standard. © The wardrobe 
being in quite another part of the room, it 
iS In comparative shade. 

Í have, therefore, for sheer comfort fitted 
a light with a long Hex to the ornamenta- 
tion over the top of the wardrobe. This un- 
shaded bulb shines direct!y inside the cup- 
board. and cai, be adjusted at will. 

Owing to an unfortunate lack of foresight, 
there are no extra plugs in my room, so I had 
to plug in the other end of my wardrobe flex 
to the bedside light. This. however, is a 
very minor inconvenience in comparison with 
the creat boon of having otherwise dark 
corners quite bright. 

To those who are choosing the method of 
wiring their house for electric light I would 
say, “‘ Have plenty of spare plugs. and lights 
everywhere ” The subsequent running will 
bo no dearer and the convenience very great. 

With an extra hour of darkness daily the 
use of electric and gas hights will increase 
accordingly. so, in order to get the best 
‘ight at the least expense, all Jamps and 
shades should at this season be thoroughly 
overhauled and put up quite clean. Unscrew 
eae burners. blow the dust away, and replace 
‘aulty mantles. 

The most iniportant light in the house is 
the hall iight. With the opening of the 
halldoor the visitor gets a first impression 
of the character of the whole house. 
Naturally, a gloomy, ill-lighted hall bespeaks 
dreariness. and even shoddiness. while the 
bright light spells cheer and welcome. There 
is no necessity to keep lights burning in a 
hall which is not in use, so the expense of 
occasional lighting, even with very high- 
powered lights, is negligibie. 

ahen come the reading 
lights should be a happy medium—never too 
the other hand, never too

guarded against at all costs. All other lights 
can be in keeping with the decorative scheme 
ir each room.—Yours, MARY.

Then the fuchsia-hung lanes and roads, 
bordered with every imaginable wild flower, 
and meadows gay with meadowsweet and 
loose-strife gave us endless delight. We 
were fascinated also by the cascade made by 
the Owenaglin River where it tumbles over a 
mass of rocks to a miniature gorge before it 
reaches the bay. We saw it first after a dry 
spell, and it was only a gentle trickle among 
the rocks, but after a night’s rain it turned 
to a foaming rapid, splashing up its waters 
in many wonderful designs. It was the one 
majestic sight we saw in Clifden, but it did 
not last. By noon its majesty had gone, and 
it was a gentle stream once more. 
HIDDEN STRENGTH. 

But gentle and all as the land looks. we 

found it did not do to treat it too casually. 


One evening we thought to take a short cut, 
and, leaving the lane we were on, set out 


across the fields tawards a road we could see 
about a quarter-mile away which Jed towards 
Soon we were in difficulties.

One lesson .was 
enough ; for we were wet to the knees. 

There was a market-day while we were 


wthere, and we spent a couple of hours among 


the throngs enjoying the bustle and hoping 
for customers.

For a time we watched prospective 
buyers lifting the bonhams from the. creels 
and holding them by the tail before starting 
to bargain, and then passed on to listen to 
the patter of the “* fellas selling ould rags,’’ 
as one of the fishwomen described the motor 
clothes vendors. 


NATURE'S. TRANSFORMATION SCENE. 
Only on one day did we leave such gentle 
surroundings, to go for a ‘bus tour through 
the Kylemore Pass to Leenane. When we 
started early in the morning there was a 
thick fog, and at times we could only see a 
few yards beyond the edge of the road. We 
knew the Bens were towering up behind the 
thick, white curtain, but we did not get a 
sight of them, and only a fleeting glimpse of 
Kylemore, standing beside its beautiful lake.

A WELL-DESERVED NAME. 

This gentleness seems to extend to every- 
thing. The air is mild and the people easy 
of manner. Ever ready to stop and chat, vet, 
if pressed for time. will excuse themselves 
with a courteous: “Well, I’m delayin® ye 
now.' Then, the animals are gentle. As one 
woman of whom we asked the way put it: 
“ And there's nothin’ for ye to be afraid of. 
Only the little olack pollies, and they won't 
touch ye.”

i Battles Long Ago. 


Captain J. P. Saul, the Irish 
navigator, who has recently returned from 
America, tells me of an interesting scene 
he witnessed at the National Air Races in 
Cleveland, Ohio (writes a correspondent).

The former opponents shook 
hands, and Herr Udet handed to Judge 
Wannamaker a piece of the tail fin of the 
latter’s aeroplane which he had torn from 
the wreckage after landing beside it in 
“No Man’s Land ”’ thirteen years ago.

A few days ago a woodcock got up at my 
feet from the fading bracken on a County 
Dublin hillside, and made off with its 
curiously individual flight. I was re- 
minded, as I watched it, of the old belief 
in the woodcock’s migration to the moon, 
a belief that seems to have been accepted 
without any question when people knew 
less of the habits of the birds than they 
do now. Woodcock were supposed to be 
the most foolish birds in existence, and 
their name was applied often to people 
who had very few brains. An old book 
of epigrams was called ‘‘ Springes for 
Woodeockes "Go like the woodcock, 
and thrust your head into the snare,’’ one 
poet has said. In Elizabethan times pipes 
were sometimes called “ woodcocks’ 
heads,’’ from a supposed resemblance to 
the heads and necks of those birds.

Make the farmer run away.” 
is a couplet that was popular in the West 
of England, where they say, too, that the 
actual number of woodcock never changes.

Auction by Candle. 


The old method of ‘auctioning by 
candle ' has gone out completely, but it 
seems to me that it had its merits. For 
one thing, it gave the bidder plenty of 
time to think, as he watched the waxen 
taper burn lower and lower. The pro- 
cedure was this: —At a sale the auctioneer 
would light a taper, or candle, in full] 
view of the buyers every time a bid was 
made; if another bid was offered before 
the flame had died, a fresh taper was 
lighted and the old one was extinguished. 
Pepys wrote of this sale by candle: ‘‘After 
dinnef.” we read in his diarv, “we met 
and sold the Weymouth, Successe and 
fellow Hulks. 'Tis pleasant to see how 
backward men are at first to bid, and set, 
when the candle is going out, how they 
bawl and dispute afterwards who bid the 
most first. And here I observed a man 
cunninger than the rest that was sure to 
bid the last man and to carry it; and 
inguiring the reason he told me that just 
as the flame goes out the smoke descends ; 
which is a thing I never observed before, 
and by that he do know the instant when 
to bid Jast.”

To have been a national hero in victory 
and defeat is the uncommon distinction 
of President Field-Marshal von Hinden- 
burg, whose eighty-fourth anniversary 
Germany is now celebrating. “The famous 
soldier was comparatively unknown to 
the German public before the war, and 
was in disfavour with the ex-Kaiser until, 
after a series of disasters on the Eastern 
front, those who realised his intimate 
knowledge of the invaded regions insisted 
on his appointment to command the forces 
opposing the Russian ‘‘ steam-roller.”’ 
Emerging from retirement, he utterly 
destroyed the Russian forces at 
Tannenberg, and was hailed as the 
‘Saviour of the Fatherland.’’ Through- 
out the many fluctuations of the war he 
still remained the idol of the German 
‘Army and populace, and even after the 
final defeat he was hailed in the streets 
of Berlin in such fashion as crowds 
generally reserve for conquering heroes. 
His call to the Presidency six years ago 
is said to have been accepted with t 
reluctance, but he has filled his high 
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office with dignity, skill and impartiality, 
working hard for the restoration of his 
people and the peace of the world.

HOLLYWOOD LOSES 
MILLIONS. 


REX INGRAM AS ACTOR. 


By Our CINEMA CORRESPONDENT. 


HE fall in the exchange value of the 
I pound sterling threatens Hollywood 
with sudden which may run 
into millions of pounds. It has been esti- 
mated that Great Britain and lfreland pay 
about £10,000,000 every year for films to the 
United States, but when the vaive of the 
pound sterling in relation to dollars falls to 
about 15 shillings the American film industry 
automatically loses about £2,500,000. As the 
American producing companies are facing 
critical times in their own country, the 
sudden decline in the values of the rentals 
accruing from European countries which 
have gone off the oe standard may make 
all the difference between profits and _ losses. 
While it may be possible to sympathise with 
Hollywood on its sudden and unexpected 
losses, the new conditions undoubtedly will 
prove advantageous to British films, which 
are enjoying something of a boom at present 
entirely on their merit as entertainment. It 
is highly probable that the slump in the 
exchange value of the pound abroad will 
hasten the decision of American. producers to 
make more films in England. | 
In his new film, “ Baroud,’’ which is in 
process of production, Rex Ingram, _ the 
famous Dublin producer of such outstanding 
films as “ The Four Horsemen’’ and ‘* The 
Garden of Allah,’’ will make his first appear- 
ance in a ‘‘ talkie” as an actor. Hitherto it 
has been his wife who acted, while he 
directed, but the ré/es now are reversed, and 
Miss Alice Terry will direct, while Rex 
Ingram will make his début as a “talkie” 
actor. Except for minor appearances in the 
very early days of films, Rex Ingram has 
never acted, but now he is to be the “star ” 
in a story written by himself. This will be 
his first ‘‘talkie’’ also. ‘‘ Baroud”’ is a 
story of Morocco, and it is designed to pre- 
sent the life of Morocco in the fullest detail. 
Rex Ingram knows that country so well that 
““ Baroud ” is likely to be quite unusual, and, 
as all the camera work is being done in 
Morocco itself, the film will probably present 
interesting contrasts with Moorish films 
which have been done in the painted deserts 
of Hollywood studios or in the faked ‘‘ East ”’ 
of Arizona. Irish film enthusiasts will be 
glad to know that the famous Irish producer 
will shortly re-enter his proper sphere. 


AN ENGLISH EPIC. 


Readers of Ernest Raymond's novel, ‘‘ Tell 
England,’ will not need to be told that it 
depicts the Gallipoli campaign in all its stark 
ferocity, and with complete realism. In 
‘‘Gallipoli,” which is the leading film in 
the Theatre Royal programme this week, 
Anthony Asquith has made the book the basis 
of an exceedingly effective British film. Many 
members of Dublin audiences will be familar 
with the story of two schoolboys who want 
straight from school to the landing at 
Gallipoli. The film, therefore, may have here 
a poignancy which it lacks elsewhere. The 
film is realistic alike in its details and in its 
mass effects; the battle scenes, the landings 
of the ‘‘Anzacs,’’ the desperate charges 
through machine-gun fire, and the. single- 
handed encounters of the heroes are thrill- 
ing and terrifying spectacles. They are as 
authentic as any screen representation of war 
can ever hope to be. ‘‘Gallipoli” is a 
stirring film, in which heroism exists with- 
out being stressed, and there is every reason 
why it should be an entire success. 
“ Gallipoli ” is supported by a varied pro- 
gramme that should appeal to everyone.

was the district of Bregia, concentrating on 
the two important historic centres of Duleek 
and Slane. 

Between sixty and seventy Fellows and 
members and their friends left the Society’s 
house, 63 Merrion square, Dublin, at ten 
o'clock in two ‘buses and a number of private 
motor cars, and, going out through Finglas, 
passed within sight of the lofty tower of Dun- 
soghlev Castle, one of the ancestral homes of 
the Plunketts, a 16th century stronghold in 
a very good state of preservation, and now 
scheduled amongst the national and ancient 
monuments vested in the Board of Public 
W orks. 


SECRETARY’S ADDRESS. 


The first objects examined were a group of 
wayside crosses, one of them in the square of 
Duleek itself, erected about the opening years 
of the seventeenth century by one Jennet 
Dowdall to the memory of her husband, 
William Bathe, Justice, deceased in 1599. 
The ecclesiastical remains in Duleek were then 
visited, and an address by the Honorary 
Secretary of the Society. Captain J. E. Fitz- 
patrick, was given. In 460 A.D. St. Patrick 
founded a monastery here, and entrusted it 
to the care of Cianan, a hostage to King 
Laoghaire of Tara from the Roval House of 
Munster. According to the Office of St. 
Cianan, in the University Librarv, Cambridge, 
he built here the first stone church in Ire- 
land—Daimh-liag (domus lapidum),. 

In the Annals it is recorded that Duleek 
was plundered by Danish marauding parties 
eight times between 1023 and 1149.

On the way to Navan a stop was made to 
view the splendid round tower of Donagh- 
more. Here an interesting discussion arose 
among some of the members as to the relation 
of the doorway to the rest of the structure 
in point of time—some maintaining that they 
were coeval, others that the doorway was a 
later insertion. Petrie’s view that the tower 
belonged to the ninth century was questioned. 
A unique feature of the doorway, which 'a 
round-topped, is a crucifixion in good relief 


immediately above the centre of the archea 


top.

Two Clare Men Returned for Trial. 


From Our Own Correspondent, 
ENNIS, Saturday, 
EFORE District Justice Gleeson at 
B Ennis District Court, three young men 
—'homas Breen, of Derrysiane; Martin 
Calligan, of Kilmurry-McMahon, and Patrick 
Caiili, of Crossmore—were charged m custody 
with robbing, while armed with a shot-gun, 
huward Mcinerney, of Prospect, Rilmurry- 
McMahon, a soldier in the hree State Army 
of lus cap, gleaLr cow, tunic, cane, woolien 
gloves, and an Army pay-book, 

Edward Mclnerney gave evidence that he 
was a private m toe Army Transport Corps. 
Qu Septemver 1/ he had come home on leave 
to his father’s home at Kilmurry-McMahon. 
While at home he was dressed in uniform. 
Qn September 23 he was playing cards at a 
neighbour's house, which he and a companion, 
named John Moloney, leit about 10 p.m. to 
return to thelr homes. It was a bright, 
moomight night, and when they got to New 
Line Cross, about half-way home, he saw a 
masked man standing on the side of the road. 

“This man,” said witness, “was about 
five yards from me when I first saw him. 
No words passed between us. He wore a 
dark suit, grey cap, and a white mask com. 
inc well down over his chest, He was of 
stout. low build. We passed on about ten 
vards and saw that the man was following us. 
He followed us for about thirty yards, and 
then whistled. The whistle appeared to he a 
signal. as immediately two more men rushed 
eut from a back gate of Dr. MedAnuliffe’s 
house, and caught hold of me. One of the 
men ‘We want your uniform; come 
in here.” I recognised the man who spoke. 
Ile was Martin Calligan, whom 1 now identify 
I know Calligan for a long time, 
as he is my first cousin, and 1 have no 
doulit that he was one of the men. I also 
knew the second man, who was dressed in a 
white trench coat, brown cap and white 
mask, which appeared to he a handkerchief. 
He was carrving a single-barrel shot-gun 
on his shoulder. That man was 
Thomas Breen, the accused, whom I know 
since bovhood, as I went to school with him.

The third man, who followed myself and 
Moloney up from the cross, told Moloney to 
co home. Breen and Calligan took me into 
the avenue, where the third man joined: us. 
Breen released his hold, and the third man 
caught me. 

“Breen covered me with the shot-gun, and 
the other two men forcibly removed by great- 
eoat, tunic, cap, cane and gloves, and Army 
ay hook and a private letter. After strinping 
me of mv clothes, Calligar told me to go 
home, and Breen fired a shot over my head. 
As | walked away I heard the men making 
use of obscene language, and also heard rem 
ysine Dick Mulcahy’s name. The third man 
was like Patrick Cahill, of Crossmore, whoin 
T know, and often met, but I would not swear 
thet it was he.’’

John Moloney, of Clonross, who had been 
with McInerney on the night of September 
25, corroborated up to the point where he 
had been ordered home. He knew Breen, 
Calligan and Cahill well, but he had not 
recognised any of the men who had held them 
up on the road. 

Further evidence was given by Detective 
Sergeant Conroy, Guard John Cullin, Detec- 
tive Officers J. Ryan and Kiernan-Keyes as 
to the finding of masks. etc., near the scene 
of the outrage. and the finding of certain 
material and old clothes, etc., in the homes 
and out-offices of the accused men. 

It was alleged by the witnesses that the 
masks found were made of the same material 
as had been found in the houses. 

This concluded the evidence for the State 
and Mr. Griffin said that he proposed to call 
the accused to give evidence In his 
opinion there was not a prima facie case 
against the accused men. Breen had been 
miles and miles away at the time of the 
occurrence, and after ie Bi his evidence he 
thought that the Justice would acquit the 
men. 

The Justice said that there was no pro- 
cedure for examining the accused men them- 
Selves on the hearing of a prima facie case. 
Under the rules he was bound to take a 
statement from them, but he did not see much 
point in taking evidence from them now in 
view of the fact that he had not jurisdiction 
to try the case. That was for a judge and 
jury, and he did not intend to usurp their 
functions. However, if Mr. Griffin insisted 
he would record their evidence. 

_ Mr. Griffin did not insist as he said that 
it would be only protracting the trial. 

The Justice refused informations against 
Cahill, who was discharged from custody, 
and returned Breen and Calligan for trial to 
the next Circuit Court for Clare. 

Mr. Griffin asked that the accused men be 
admitted to bail, and Mr. Lynch opposed 
the granting of the application. 

The Justice said that, having regard to the 
nature of the evidence, he did not think that 
the question of bail came within his discre- 
tion, therefore he iefused the application.

Speaking at a meeting in Ballina this 
afternoon Mr. de Valera said that there

serve them again. In the past they got 
into power mainly through the anxiety of 
the people that there would be another war 
with England. That was not likely to help 
them at the next election; so the Govern 
ment party managers were preparing the 
ground for a new trick. 

“The anxiety of the neople against Com. 
munism,’’ said Mr. de Valera, “is the new 
card they are going to play. I have 
letters telling me that already there are 
agents «of the Government going around 
the country seeing the Bishops and 
senior clergy showing some captured letters-— 
hair-raising letters—trving to yrovide the 
proper atmosphere that they think will give 
them an opportunity cf getting back for 
another five vears. I th'nk it is time for us 
to have learned wisdom now, and to be very 
cautions whe these gentlemen plav_ tricks 
of that kind. If they propose to link up 
Fianna Fail with Communism I do not know. 
I do not know any member of the party 
who believes that Communism, as it is under- 
ftood, is either advisable or feasible. I be- 
lieve myself that the pronortion of people 
In this coun‘ry who have Communistie views 
Is very small.

The Near East. 


Last Saturday General Ismet Pasha, 
the Turkish Prime Minister, arrived in 
Athens. Turkey and Greece to-day 
seem to be establishing cordia] relations 
with each other after many centuries 
of traditional conflict. In well-informed 
circles the credit for this happy 
rapprochement is awarded to certain far- 
sighted individuals—notably to Ismet 
Pasha, M. Venizelos, Tewfik Rushdi Bey, 
M. Michalakopoulos and the respective 
ambassadors in the two countries. No 
doubt, these men ha~c played their part, 
but the real cause of the Turco-Greek 
friendship must be sought in the new 
direction. which international 
developments have given to Near Eastern 
politics. In the words of M. Poly- 
chroniades, the Greek Minister to Turkey, 
‘there exists between tue two countries 
not only a deep friendship, but also full 
co-operation in all matters appertaining to 
international politics.” One thing at least

Hellenic aspirations no longer are 
mocked by Turkish sovereignty over the 
ZEgean Islands ; on the mainland Thessaly 
and Salonika own Greek sway. At last the 
coveted morsels have fallen into her mouth, 
and Greece suddenly has realised that 
difficult. In effect. she 
appreciates her vulnerability. Thus 
Turkey, the old enemy, has become the 
new friend. The young Asiatic Republic 
maintains a foothold in Europe which it 
to enlarge. Turkey’s

does not desire 
acquisitiveness, where it exists, menaces 
only Mosul and her eastern neighbours 
Where so much is harmonious Greece cap 
afford to forget—for the moment, at any 
rate—her hopes of Constantinople ; further 
more, she is aware that, in her present 
condition, she could not support the 
burdens which ownership of that historic 
city would involve. Westminster must 
hope that a satisfactory entente will be 
achieved ; for some counterpoise must be 
found for the weight of French influence 
in the Balkans.

While a sense of self-preservation might 
be expected to dictate the new spirit of the 
Greeks, the conciliatory demeanour of the 
Turks is highly gratifying. Perhaps, the 
real explanation is that the shifting of the 
Turkish centre of gravity to Anatolia— 
even in the palmiest days of the ascendant 
Crescent known as “ the last home of the 
Faithful ’’—has removed much of the 
aggressiveness that was inseparable from 
contact with subject peoples in Europe 
Both countries must be congratulated upon 
their foreign policy.

Naval Economies. 

The Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty have issued Fleet Orders to 
explain the new rates of pay in the Navy. 
Their revised decisions have been influenced 
by the findings of the court of inquiry 


The demonstrations at Invergordon last 
month were followed by the return of the 
ships to their home ports and by a con- 
ference of Commanders-in-Chief, and the 
court of inquiry came as the next phase of 
the Admiralty’s deliberations. While the 
court was still in session the natural 
anxiety of the men was alleviated by 
the Prime Minister’s announcement that 
in no case would the pay of ratings be 
reduced by more than 10 per cent. The 
Fleet Orders now announce the cancella- 
tion of last month’s scales of pay, and 
valuable concessions have been made. A 
scheme of reductions in the proposed cuts 
comes into force which will affect all the 
ratings in the Service, and the reductions 
are graded according to rank. Thus, á 
chief petty officer, who receives substantial 
pay, will benefit only by a very small sum, 
while an able seaman engaged at the lowest 
rate will receive an increase over the pro- 
posed ‘‘ cut ” scale which will be consider- 
able in proportion to his earnings. This 
adjustment is not, however, the beginning 
and the ending of the Admiralty’s revised 
decisions. From the account given in the 
Fleet Orders it is clear that the representa- 
tions made to the court of inquiry were 
concerned mainly with the effect of reduc- 
tions in pay upon the ratings and Marines 
who, before the aanouncement of the cuts, 
had entered into transactions with insur- 
ance societies, or with other firms which 
supply houses and goods on a system of 
deferred payment. The difficulties of these 
men have received special consideration, 
and the Admiralty announces that, in 
addition to last Saturday’s concessions, 
their case will be put before the com- 
mercial firms which have dealings with 
sailors. Another aspect of the situation 
is the case of married men under 
twenty-five, who hitherto have received the 
full 1919 rates of pay. On behalf of these 
men, the Commissioners have invited the 
Royal Naval Benevolent Trust to co- 
operate with them to administer a scheme 
of alleviation from certain funds at the 
Admiralty’s disposal. The proposals thus 
outlined appear to cover adequately the 
whole position. The Government has 
demonstrated by its handling of the naval 
trouble, and in the matter of ‘teachers’ 
salaries, that particular grievances will 
receive sympathetic attention and that 
‘‘equal sacrifice’’ is no empty catch- 
word, 


The Rugby Season. 


During the week's end three important 
episodes took place in the Rugby football 
world. In the first place, the South 
Africans played the opening match of their 
tour against a combined Gloucestershire 
and Somersetshire team, securing a victory 
by fourteen points to three. Neither 
side’s line was crossed, and the fact sug- 
gests that the Springboks can be beaten 
by representative fifteens if the selection 
is intelligent. Secondly, the England 
Rugby Union has chosen a new selection 
committee, whose constitution encourages 
a hope that, at long last, the ‘‘ post- 
war ” developments of the game will re- 
ceive due attention in its counsels. There 
has been a regrettable tendency lately in 
these islands to split Rugby politics into 
two camps. While stalwarts of another 
age supported the perfections of their re- 
tired contemporaries, claimants for 
" caps ” suffered from comparison with 
erstwhile ‘‘ giants,’’ whose performances 
had become legendary with the passing of 
the years. Thomas Atkins, as we might 
Say, was Judged in terms of Achilles. The 
result has been a blind, theoretical] 
adhesion to outworn methods, and the 
four countries have hampered themselves 
with those inhibitions which the allied 
armies, trained in Frederick’s principles, 
suffered when they met the élun of the 
young French Republic at Valmy. We 
trust that the coming of the new 
English Selection Committee will bring 
success; for an example of this kind is 
sorely needed in Ireland, where it has 

en said that it takes five years to get 
upon an Irish fifteen and ten years to get 
off it. Conservatism in Rugby never 
scores tries. Lastly, the Prince of Wales 
has made a real contribution to the future 
of the game. At Biarritz His Royal High- 
ness spoke to two French internationals— 
M. Guichemerre, of the Fédération 
Francaise de Rugby, and M. Forgus, of 
the new Amateur Rugby Federation, the 
body born of the now famous “ Douze.”’ 
Deploring the break in the sequence of 
French matches, the Prince besought the 
two bodies ' to come together,” and 
undertook, in such an event, to push their 
cause in England. May his exhortations 
bear fruit. 
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Summer’s End. 


Yesterday some of Dublin’s public 
clocks remained faithful to a summer- 
time which had died in the small hours. 
It was, perhaps, a pathetic loyalty: for 
the deceased made few friends. The term 
‘Summer-time ” is in itself a promise. 
It promises six months of warmth and 
sunshine, so manipulated by the law that 
not merely idle people, but busy workers, 
shall enjoy a substantial share of these 
delights. The past summer broke that 
promise with ruthless and consistent 
malignity. It was wet, cold and dismal. 
Soles redtre possunt, but they can hide 
themselves also when they choose; 
and between April and September 
they hid themselves with an almost 
uncanny skill. Morning after morning 
| the citizen raised his blind upon bleak 
and leaden skies; evening after even- 
ing he stole an anachronistic pleasure 
from the drawing-room fire. For holiday- 
makers the season was one long disaster : 
even Stevenson’s maxim that it is 
better to travel hopefully than to arrive 
had become untenable. Our Astronomical 
Correspondent tells us that the British 
Islands always get the same allowance of 
rain, that it is merely a question of 
distribution, and that foul weather in 
Dublin or Wicklow is offset by fine weather 
in Skye or the Outer Hebrides. This is cold

Sir,—The recent financial crisis in Britain 
has illustrated the great scarcity of gold, 
which appears to be the only metal that 1s 
used as a standard of value among the 
uations of the world. Only some seventy 
years ago gold, as a standard of value, was 
quite suitable to the comparatively small 
transactions of those days, but nowadays 
commerce has become so immense that even 
the smallest nation or city deals in millions. 
Any standard of value must be permanent 
in its physical properties, easily identified 
from adulterations, incapable of  over- 
production. Comparatively recently many 
rare metals have been produced which have 
these attributes Just as much as gold. These 
are some of them, their present prices and 
their percentage of the value of gold :—

eculd agree to exchange any quantity at 
sight of these metals for any quantity of the 
others at a price based on these percentages, 
if; can be seen that the total yearly output 
of these seven rare metals can be utilised 
as a fixed standard of value for all the 
world, instead of the present very limited 
supply of gold. In the case of silver, 
English and American economists have lately 
been toying with the idea of fixing the price 
of silver at a definite percentage to that of 
gold, but my scheme would tie all seven rare 
metals into one homogeneous, fixed standard 
of value. Money would thus become liquid 
and more in keeping with present-day com- 
merce, and the present chaos of millions 
starving, with wheat unsaleable, would dis-

DISSOLUTION.

Sunpay NIGHT. 

“This week is likely to be as interesting 
as its predecessors ; for it is probable that 
there will be some remarkable changes in 
the political world. A general election on 
October 28th is accepted as certain, and it 
will surprise nobody if the adjournment of 
Parliament on Wednesday is followed by 
a dissolution on Thursday. If this view 
should prove to be correct, there will be 
sudden changes in the Government, and 
possibly other important political develop- 
ments. The failure to find a formula that 
will satisfy the many shades of opinion in 
the Liberal Party will not hold things up 
much longer, as Sir John Simon will inter- 
vene and carry with him quite a sufficient 
number of Liberals to justify the Prime 
Minister’s appeal to the country as the 
head of a Nationa] Party. If there must 
be a general election, a really representa- 
tive body of leaders, such as Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald, Mr. Baldwin, Lord Reading 
and Sir John Simon, ought to win the 
victory for the National Government. Mr. 
Macdonald has gained enough to insist 
that members of his Cabinet, who do not 
subscribe to the policy of the majority. 
must resign; and, if he should do so. it 
would contribute greatly “to the unity 
which he deems so necessary before he 
goes to the poll. 


Party Manceuocres. 


It is related that Nero fiddled while 
Rome burned, and we are seeing some- 
thing of the kind nowadays. Conserva- 
tives and Liberals are arguing for days and 
weeks regarding a formula, which, if 
adopted, will be regretted immediate]; 
and possibly may do far more harm than 
good. If the financial situation is to be 
saved, the Government must have a free 
hand to do whatever is best for the countr: 
without delay. Our adverse trade balance 
calls for safeguards, and it does not matter 
to the ordinary elector what form they 
take as long as they are effective. For 
some considerable period the Conservatives 
have been drafting a form. of words to 
meet Liberal objections. All through the 
past week the politicians have been chasing 
their own tails like a playful kitten anc 
have been getting no nearer to the body. 
while the Conservative back-benchers have 
been; watching the futile proceedings with 
wonder, tinged with resentment. These 
back-benchers have forced the circum- 
stances which now must end in an election. 


Electoral Possibilities. 


I think that it may be safely assumed 
that when Mr. Macdonald goes to the 
country he will go as the leader of the 
National Government. Apart from the 
Conservatives, he will have, perhaps, a 
score of Labour men supporting him, and 
about half the membership of the present 
Liberal Party. If he can hold all these 
seats and gain fifty more, the position will 
be safe; but many people object entirely 
to a general election at the present time. 
and quite conceivably may refuse to take 
part init. The occasion, however, wil! be 
one when every constitutionalist ought to 
cast his vote; for abstentions will do 
almost as much harm as support of the 
party unable to appreciate the dangers 
threatening the country. The new party 
under Sir Oswald Mosley threatens to put 
a number of candidates in the field, and it 
is estimated that these may number fifty. 
At the last election the Conservatives 
obtained 261 seats with 8.619.871 votes 
Labour 288 seats with 8,370,180 votes. and 
the Liberals 58 seats with 5.284.990 votes 
The percentage of voters in the whole 
country was 79.4 per cent. The missing 
20 per cent. could make all the difference 
at the next election. 


Labour’s Troubles. 


Strenuous efforts have been made to 
avoid trouble at the Labour Party Con- 
lerence at Scarborough this week in order 
that some appearance of unity may be pre- 
sented. From present appearances, how- 
ever, dissensions are inevitable, as the 
left wing refuses to accept the measures 
to be brought forward relating to 
discipline within the party. The Indepen- 
dent Labour Party Group will oppose the 
proposal that all candidates at the genera! 
election shall give an undertaking not to 
vote against the party whips in the House 
of Commons, and, if the motion to this 
effect is carried, they intend to disregard 
it. It is more than likely that Mr. 
Henderson’s leadership of the party will 
be criticised, and possibly challenged. 
Many members of the Conference are un- 
willing t> ignore the fact that he sup 
— economy cuts when in the

The Round Table Conference. 


It -would not occasion surprise fo 
political observers if the India Round 
Table Conference should find itself in 
grave difficulties before long, as the hops 
engendered by the active participation of 
Mr. Gandhi in the proceedings have been 
disappointed sorely. As a film star th. 
Hindu leader has been a great success 
the cameras turned upon him have bern 
legion, but as a practical and soli« 
negotiator he has done little to alter the 
situation. He wants everything his own 
way, and is without power, or desire 
apparently. to agree to the slighte-t 
change. The Moslem delegates have 
decided to support a motion to adjourn 
the Federal Structure Committee, the res 
force of the Conference; and, if this 
motion is adopted, a deadlock will have 
been reached, and the delegates probally 
will set out for home again. Mr. 
Macdonald might have been able to smooth 
matters over if he had been able to spare 
the time, but he has been otherwise 
engaged. 


The Sample Post. 


The British postal authorities do not 
view with favour the suggestion that the 
inland sample post should be restored. 
At present packets containing samples may 
be consigned to places abroad at the rate 
of four ounces for one penny, whereas the 
same packet to an address in this country 
would cost twopence. Clearly, this is an 
anomaly; but it is defended by the Post 
Office on the ground that little use was 
made of the inland sample post b«fore it 
was abolished, and that it lent itsclf to 
some abuses owing to goods other than 
samples being despatched at the lower 
rate. 


The Hop Crop. 


It is expected that the final figures 
respecting the British hop crop will show 
a yield below the average, but that the 
quality will be quite good. Hop-growers 
are rather concerned with regard to the 
marketing of their produce owing to the 
uncertainty of the requirements of the 
brewers, who, it is known, have not vet 
used up last year’s supplies, and have to 
consider the falling off in consumption 
owing to the necessity for economy among 
many sections of the community. 


TO-DAY’S ENGAGEMENTS.

Speaking at a largely attended meetin 
yesterday, Mr. J. N. 
Dolan, T.D., said that the country was 
very serious menace in the 
shape of a new armed attack on the rights 
of the people. 

It was a Bolshevistic, 
movement, which had spread into the 
from Soviet Kussia, and the 
Government had _ proclaimed, 
responsible Ministers, that it intended, 
immediately the Dail resumed. to ask for 
special powers to deal with the new 
menace to the welfare of the people con. 
stituted by the Saor Eire organisation. 

At the head of that organisation were 
men who were in direct touch with the 
Soviet and who were endeavouring to 
establish what they called a “ Workers’ 
Republic.”” They had openly declared 
that they would not recognise the rights 
of property. 

Communism, as it was understood in 
Russia, was their object, and with this 
“ Workers’ Republic ” of theirs must be 
associated the question which had arisen 
in Russia and subsequently in Spain—the 
question of “ anti-God.’’ It was, in short. 
an irreligious movement. 

Mr. Dolan referred to a speech made 
by Mr. James Geoghegan, T.D., in Long- 
ford, in which Mr. Geoghegan ‘asked the 
people were they going to support a 
measure that would put their sons 
(Mr. Dolan’s) answer 
to that was that there was no question 
of putting any man in jail because he 
was a member of a political organisation. 
Unless a man was a member of an armed 
organisation his political rights would 
not be interfered with; but the Govern 
ment would not allow scheming revolu 
tionaries to use the voung manhood of the 
country for their own foul ends—the est»b- 
lishment of a workers’ irreligious republic 
on Russian lines. 

Mr. Martin Roddy, T.D., speaking on 
the same subject, said that he was con- 
fident that a Christian country like 
Ireland would not stand for the objects 
of Saor Eire, which were totally opposed 
to the traditions of the State. He was 
quite sure no farmer listening to him 
was anxious to share his holding with 
another, but would prefer to maintain the 
independence he had and work his holding 
In his own way. 

The Government could not possibly 
tolerate the canger represented by the 
new movement, which was entirely 
inimical to the best interests of the State.

presentatives and Ministers in Ireland.

Another paragraph in the address re- 
ferred to the establishment of Saor Etre, 
and Dail Eireann saw no reason for con- 
demning the new organisation; but it 
deprecated any attempt to promote class 
distinction and class warfare. No such 
distinctions formed any part of the pro- 
clamation, which was their common 
charter. Dail Eireann condemned as 
unjust the attacks made on it by Saor 


Eire.

Father Michael O'Flanagan said that 
he was surprised that Dail Eireann was 
carrying on negotiations with the Pope 
and the Irish bishops in connection with 
the Eucharistic Congress, and especially 
when objection appeared to be taken over 
the appointment of a certain individual 
as representative of the Pope at the 
Eucharistic Congress. That individual 
was Cardinal Bourne. They should not 
forget that the Pope himself was as much 
an enemy of Ireland as Cardina! Bourne, 
and, as far as the Irish bishops were 
concerned, they were still as unrepentant 
as they were in 1922, when men were out 
fighting for the Republic. 

Mr. J. Fowler (London) proposed a 
resolution, which was carried, asking the 
Ard Fheis to dissociate itself from in- 
sidious anti-Christian propaganda, and 
pointing out that Irish Republicanism was 
based on truth and justice, the founda- 
tions of Christianity. 


STATEMENT REPUDIATED. 


Mr. Brian O'Higgins, ex-T.D., who was 
elected President for next year, took ex- 
ception to a statement by Father 
O'Flanagan that the Pope was an enemy 
of Ireland. (Hear, hear.) He would not 
stand for such statements from anyone, 
and on previous occasions he had refused 
to be associated with Father O’Flanagan 
on public platfotms when such allegations 
were made. 

Father O'Flanagan said that he had 
said that the Pope was an enemy of Irish 
Republicanism and Irish independence. 

“ I know what I am talking about when 
I say that. The Pope's predecessors back 
through the history of Ireland have been 
opponents of the independence of Ire- 
land.’’ (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. O’Higgins asked the Ard Fheis to 
repudiate that statement. He had heard 
applause for statements by Father 
O'Flanagan, and by him, but was that 
applause worth anything? However, he 
had declared his attitude for the future, 
and would act up to it.

REVOLUTION DANGER. 

In order that this, a thing so contrary 
to God’s will, may not occur, the Holy 
Father makes an appeal for a crusade 
of charity and succour which, while pro- 
viding food for their bodies, may afford 
comfort and help for their souls, restore 
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to them serenity of faith, uproot the sad 
thoughts engendered by need, extinguish 
the flames of hate and divisive passion, 
and restore love and concord in that 
closest and noblest bond—individual and 
social peace and prosperity. 

Such a crusade urged by the precept of 
charity, such as guided Benedict XV. to 
make a similar appeal during the War, 
is, says the Holv Father.‘the sacred duty 
of members of the family of one common 
father. God, towards brothers stricken by 
adversity and sorrow. So evident is the 
power of such a crusade to overcome the 
grave difficulties of the present hour that 
it is unnecessary to insist upon it with 
many words. 3 

But because, despite the warnings of 
his predecessor, such misery is so largely 
the result of rivalry between the nations 
in the race for the construction of arms, 
the Holv Father appeals to Catholic 
bishops. by pulpit, Press and every means 
at their command, to illumine men’s 
minds and open their hearts to the dictates 
of reason and Christian law. 

He further urges the bishops to become 
centres for the receipt and distribution of 
help to the needy, and suggests that, if 
this be impracticable in some dioceses, 
charitable institutions shall be put in 
charge of this work. 

Praying that God, with His Divine aid, 
may assist men in bringing to an end this 
period of tribulation, Pope Pius reminds 
those to whom he appeals for their en- 
couragement and comfort that the Divine 
Redeemer said: ‘‘ Inasmuch as ve have 
done it unto the least of these my brethren 
ve have done it unto Me,” and ‘‘ Whoso 
shall receive one such little child in My 
name receiveth Me.” 

He further exhorts them to remember 
that Christ also said: ‘‘ Take heed that ye 
despise not one of these little ones; for I 
savy unto you that in Heaven their angels 
do always behold the face of My Father 
which is in Heaven.”’ 

The Enevelical is dated October 2nd, 
the Feast of the Guardian Angels, who. 
savs His Holiness, will present to the 
Lord the acts of charity towards children, 
and obtain in return the most copious 
blessings for the givers. He finally exhorts 
that Solemn Triduum shall be said in 
the churches in preparation for the forth- 
coming Feast of Christ the King— 
instituted by the present Pontiff in 1925— 
and ends by imparting the Apostolic 
Benediction.

The death of Don Jaime, the Carlist 
Pretender, whose followers are known as 
Traditionalists, has created a deep im- 
pression throughout Spain at a time when 
it bears a certain political significance. 

Meetings in Barcelona, Madrid, and 
elsewhere have taken place, at which 
members of his party sent telegrams of 
condolence to the members of his family. 

Don Jeime’s Carlist claims now pass on 
to his uncle, Don Alfonso of Bourbon, who 
is 82. 

A meeting yesterday of the Jaimist 
circle in Madrid, which met to decide their 
future action following the death of Don 
Jaime, concluded with the cry: “' Long 
live Don Alfonso Bourbon of Anjou, the 
First of Spain and the Twelfth of Castile.”’ 

Don Jaime, who was 66, had left early 
on Friday evening for Chantilly by car, 
but he was forced to return because of 
sudden heart attack. 

Born at Vevey, Switzerland, he was the 
descendant of Don Carlos, who claimed 
the throne of Spain in accordance with the 
rights of primogeniture under the title of 
Carlos V., but who with his heirs was ex- 
cluded from the succession by a Royal 
decree of 1834. The claim caused great 
trouble in Spain in the ’seventies. 

After his meeting with ex-King Alfonso, 
a week ago, Don Jaime declared in an 
interview that neither he nor his cousin 
had withdrawn from the exercise of any 
of their rights, bunt they had simply con- 
cluded a close political alliance. with the 
welfare of Spain as their sole aim. 

Don Jaime usually lived in Paris or on 
the Riviera. He leaves no children, and 
his branch of the Bourbon family has now 
become extinct.

In accordance with the custom of tlé 
Bourbons, the body is clothed in the white 
robes of a Franciscan monk. and the foot 
of the bed is draped with the Royal 
Standard of Spain.

NO RACING ON POLLING 
DAY. 


Messrs. Weatherby state that the 
Stewards of the Jockey Club give notice 
that, in the event of a general election, 
racing under the Rules of Racing will 
not take place on polling day. This 
follows the precedent set in 1924, in which 
vear the general election fell on Wednes- 
day, October 29th. The Newmarket 
Houghton meeting was in progress, but 
it was decided that racing should not 
take place on polling day, the programme 
for the following two days being revised. 
On the occasion of the last general elec- 
tion the Stewards of the York meeting 
abandoned the races which had been 
advertised to be run on that day. 
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The executives of their several organisations on Saturday condemned 
the suggestion of a tariff, and expressed unqualified approval of Free 


Trade. 


Sir John Simon, however, believes that the time for “ formula-hunt- 
ing “ is past, and that Liberals should have confidence in the Prime 


Minister. 


He announces the formation of a new party to support the 


Premier, and has no doubt that it will attract many Liberals. 


Sir Herbert Samuel, who was present at the Liberal meeting, had an 
interview with Mr. Macdonald at Downing street last night. 


In the meantime, it is expected that Parliament will be dissolved on 
Thursday next, and that the elections will take place on the 28th inst. 
The Prime Minister is confident that he will be returned for Seaham. 


TENSE POLITICAL SITUATION. 


The Cabinet to-day will make further 
efforts to dispose of the acute difficulties 
that have arisen over the election policy of 
the National Government on the subject 
of tariffs, says the Press Association’s 
Lobby Correspondent. The present posi- 
tion is one of deadlock. There have been 
two important developments during the 
week-end, and both concern the Liberal 
situation. A joint meeting of the Execu-

has reafirmed the policy of free trade. 
Sir John Simon and other Liberals who 
accept tariffs, have decided to form an 
organisation of their own for the purpose 
of supporting the national policy of the 
Prime Minister. 

The: first of these developments 
strengthens the position of Sir Herbert 
Samuel and other Liberal Ministers, who, 
in seeking a formula, decline to go further 
than a pledge to support tariffs only where 


the circumstances of the emergency prove | 


tariffs to be necessary. Hut the formation 
of a rival organisation cf Liberals, who 
stipulate no such qualifications, has pre- 
cisely the opposite effect. 

This latter development makes a reality 
of the long-threatened split in the Liberal 
Party, and it ensures considerable Libera! 
support for the National Government, 
whatever may be the outcome of the 
formula controversy. 

As there jis no hint of compromise, either 
on the Conservative side or on the part of 
Sir Herbert Samuel and his _ Liberal 
Ministerial colleagues, pclitical observers 
are unable at present to see any way out 
of the deadlock. Liberal Ministers say 
that they are resisting an attempt to force 
them to swallow the whole tariff policy of 
the Conservative Party. Conservatives, 
on the other hand, say that they are 
merely insisting on a declaration that will 
not be open to different interpretations by 
different people. 


DATE OF PROROGATION. 


The present intentions are to prorogue 
the Parliamentary session on Wednesday, 
dissolve Parliament on Thursday, and 
have the elections on Wednesday, October 
23. But these provisional arrangements 
may be upset if the formula controversy 
in the Cabinet drags on. 

The suggestion that continued failure to 
agree might induce Liberal Ministers to 
end the deadlock by withdrawing from the 
Government is discounted in _ Liberal 
quarters; they are expected to continue 
their efforts to reach a common policy with 
the Conservatives. 

Arrangements for the formation of a 
political organisation by Sir John Simon 
and other Liberals are in an advanced 
state ; offices will be opened in the course 
of the next few davs. Liberal -members 
who have taken an active part in this 
movement include Mr. Ernest Brown, Mr. 
Geoffrey Shakespeare, Sir Robert 
Hutchison, and Mr. George Lambert. At 
present about twenty-eight Liberal mem- 
bers are associated with the movement, 
but it is predicted than not less than 
thirtv-five of the fifty-eight Liberals now 
sitting in the House of Commons wil! 
ultimately support the new organisation.

In 
these circumstances it ought to have been 
possible to concentrate upon that vital 
issue and to put aside questions of party 
controversy. The permanent fiscal policy 
of the country could only be settled by the 
deliberate judgment of the electorate in 
normal times. 

“ We adhere as firmly as ever to the 
view that free trade is ultimately the only 
basis upon which national and_inter- 
national prosperity can be restored, and 
we deplore that a favourable moment for 
bringing about a reduction of world tariffs 
should be imperitied by insistence upon @ 
tariff policy in this country.”

SIMPLE CEREMONY AT 
BEAUVAIS.

BEAUTAINS. Sunday, 

Just twelve months ago, on the first 
Sunday in October, Great Britain and the 
whole Empire were plunged into mourn 
ing by the news that the airship R101 had 
during the night crashed in flames near 
Beauvais, and that forty-six of the fifty- 
four persons on board had met with 
instant death. 

This tragic first anniversary was mark d 
to-day by a simple cewxmonv, in which 
flowers were deposited on the scene of the 
disaster by Colonel Bone. the British Air 
Attaché, on behalf of Lord Tyrrell. the

PREACHER AND DANGER 
TO CHRISTIAN IRELAND.

Yesterday the Dominicans celebrated with 
much. solemnity the Festival of the Holy 
Rosary, which 1s the anniversary of the Battle 
of lepanto—a battle that saved Christian 
civilisation in Europe from Moslem domina- 
tion. The Christian Victory has always been 
ascribed by the Catholic Church to the inter- 
eession of Our Lady of the Rosary. CGreot 
numbers visited the beautiful Gothic church an 
Dominick street. Dublin, vesterday, for the 
Blessing of the Roses, which preceded Solemn 
High Mass at noon, and throughout the day. | 
Last night the church was thronged by a!

assisted by the Rey. Fathers Fitzgerald and

‘To-day Christendom is laced with a 
Lepanto more sinister than that which Pope 
Pius V. had te face when the Moslem 
menaced the Christian civ'lisation of 
Europe,” said the Rev. Father M. H. Gaffney, 
O.P., preaching at the evening ceremonies. 
‘‘ Despite their passionate faith in Jesus 
Christ,’’ he continued, “the people of Tre 
land were being swept, almost unarmed, into 
conflict with the anti-Christian powers of the 
world. Irish Catholics must not he surprised 
if they suffer defeat. If they do, it is because 
they are too prone to put ail their trust in 
their traditions, and rest easy upon the 
Christian impulse of their past ” 

One had to acknowledge with shame that 
there were people in Ireland who faced life 
and Christianity with such scant intelligence 
that they believed it possible, without dis- 
loyalty to Christ, to do the equivalent of 
sending messages of congratulation to Pontius 
Pilate on the morrow of the Crucifixion. 
The civil offence of comforting the King’s 
enemies was a henious type of high treason. 
It Irish Christians claim Christ as King, 
they may not logically give countenance to 
those who despise His name. Snech an 
ecquiesence would be treachery, and Irishi- 
men were never fond of traitors. 

If only some vibrant voice would to-day 
resound throughout Treland. as once the voice 
of Peter the Hermit thrilled Europe with 
a Deus Vult, we conld be certain of this. at 
least, that the youth of [Ireland would fore- | 
gather joyously around the Standard of the 
Cross to fight for the security of their 
national and religious patrimony. 

They must be virile, heroic, steadfast, if 
they are to come victorious through ihe red 
whirl of the new Lepanto which is before 
Christian Ireland even as it is before all

market for Irish linen, rather than with 
home trade buyers. Nearly all classes of 
goods are in great request by export «mar- 
kets, except damasks, which are not so much 
afiected by the present situation. During the 
slump the damask trade maintained a steady 
export business. Foreign buyers, notably 
the United States, are turning to Belfast for 
the coarse quality of goods which were for- 
merly suppiied in large quantities by the 
Continental manufacturers, such as ducks, 
canvas and coarse housekeeping goods, in- 
cluding rollerings, kitchen cloths and similar 
articles. 


MORE LOOMS AT WORK. 

The Northern linen trade had almost a 
monopoly of the fine linen business of the 
world. but it is apparent that at present, at 
any rate, it is aiso able to beat the Con- 
tinental manufacturers in the coarse quality 
goods. Nearly £70,000 worth of linen goods 
entered Great Britain every month from the 
C‘ontiment, but the greater portion of this 
business will now be cransferred, when exist- 
ing stocks are exhausted, to the Irish and 
Scotch manufacturers. 

The present activity in the spinning end 
of the trade is being transferred’ to the 
weavers, and many more looms are being put 
into commission, This will Le followed by 
greater activity im the bleach greens and 
hnishing works, and after that the stitching 
factories and warehouses will become more 
active. Many representatives from Belfast 
linen howseg are at present in the United 
States on their usual autumn visits, and at 
is stated that they are booking larger and 
move numerous orders than at any time in 
recent years. á 


FLAX PRICES. 

The hardening of t'ax prices and the diffi 
culty of obtaining prompt delivery is likely 
to cause some disadvantage. Flax generally 
has increased between ten and fifteen per 
cent. in price, and the Continental flax, 
owing to the adverse exchange condi- 
tions, Is even higher. The Irish 
fax crop this year will not afford much relief 
either in quantity or quality, and very little 
of the new season crop has yet appeared on 
the markets. Producers are apparently hold- 
ing for higher prices. Flax from the Soviet 
and Baltic States is, however, expected to be 
more plentiful, and there will probably be a 
falling off in the purchases by France and 
other countries, whose linen industry is 
likely to be affected by present conditions. 

The French _Goveinment has _ already 
decided to lunit the importation of foreign 
fax to 50,000 metric tons this year; so that 
the Britis) buyers are likely to be the best 
customers jer the fiax iu the Baltic States.
